One of the withholdings in the long memos relating to the phony "Mr. Hunt" 
letter is of the names of those who figured in a public trial by the DJ, the case 
in which Ilirschkop represented them, the ftunt case in which x> orcy was involved. 

I'm goingnto try to make more out in the handwritten memo that mentions my 
name in connection with the Archives. Maybe Lil ' 3 copies will be blacker. I did not 
get it or the other mention of mo in the Hunt letter tiling under PA, to the best of 
my recollection. Nor did I, again from reeollecion, get the basis for their accurate 
statement tliat I'd said that letter was a phony. Might be interesting. 

Of course, to be certain I'd have to put these in their proper places in that 
likrge file and that is now impossible. 

I also got tliat letter from Mexico City, as did others. I recall that Mo 
Waldron liad the return addressed cKecked out. il e asked me wliat I tliought he'd found. 

I told hiia "safe house" and he agreed. My letter was not returned so unless they 
do not return misaddressed foreigri mail, it was received by someohe. I do not 
fecall betting the FBI's check referred to in the field offices case and because 
it originated in Dallas I should have gotten it or a paraphrase of it, which would 
have been sent to Dallas by the Legat, or FBIHQ. 

I have all these Criminal Division records in a separate file cabinet, legal 
size, if you want to go over the others when you are here. Tills will all be in 
one folder, the last. 

I don't know who they are referring to in the business of fjQ.se information 
and the possibility of prosecution for giving it. Interesting tliat they considered 
such a step, hull?
